PRESENTED IN APRIL, 1978. THE NAMES OF 58 PERSONS INVOLVED 
WERE GIVEN TO THE CONSUL. END TEXT. 

2. WE RECALL THE PROBLEM OF DISCREPANCIES BETWEEN OUR 
INFORMATION AND THAT PRESENTED BY THE POLES AT THE END 
OF LAST YEAR (REFTEL). THE POINT MADE NOW THAT A 
TOTAL OF 52 PERSONS (CASES) ON OUR JUNE 7 LIST HAD NOT 
APPLIED FORMALLY TO LEAVE POLAND STRIKES US. IT IS 
INCONSISTENT WITH THE EMBASSY'S GROUND ULE THAT A PERSON 

BE TWICE DENIED A PASSPORT BEFO.E INCLUSION ON AN EMBASSY 
REPRESENTATION LIST. 
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3. WE WONDER WHAT IS THE STATUS OF THE T'O CASES IR 
WHICH THE POLES SAY PERMISSION HAS BEEN GRANTED BUT US 
VISAS HAVE BEEN DENIED— J AD WIGA LESZCZEWSKA AND JOZEF 
GORECKI. 

4. ACTION REQUESTED: PLEASE REVIEW THE CASES LISTED ON
